ST. COLUMBA’S POEM.

Confused by his initial rough treat- 
ment, dizzy from occasional smacks on 
the jaw, the suspect often answers 
carefully-put questions almost at random, 
and incriminates himself before he realises 
it. The tragedy is when the process is 
used on innocent people. In Denver, a 
year or so ago, a country boy was arrested 
for robbing a city bank, and was accused 
of holding the staff up at the pistol point. 
This raw youth had had a row with his 
father and had borrowed a push-bicycle 
to ride into the city to escape from the old 
man. The only knowledge he had of the 
robbery was that he saw a great fuss 
going on and stopped to ask questions. 
He was taken to police headquarters and 
there he was ‘‘grilled.’”” He was reduced 
to such a condition that he said never a 
word at his trial and received a long 
sentence. . 

Spectators at the trial were not 
satisfied, and informed Judge Lindsay, 
one of the pioneers of merciful treatment 
for juvenile offenders. The judge took the 
case up, with the result that the lad was 
released and most of the detective depart- 
ment were cleared out. This happened in 
recent times. In the old days the “ Third 

"was sheer brutality, mixed with 
a criminal cunning. 


MURDER OR MANSLAUGHTER 7? 


Hí the prisoner was obdurate, his friends 
and his relatives might suffer. If he had 
not enough money to procure legal aid, 
his position was, indeed, serious, 
especially if the partieular police depart- 
ment concerned wished to make a case 
against somebody in order to justify their 
existence. 

Twenty years ago the Central Office of 
the New York Municipal Police was 
famed throughout the underworld for its 
practice of the “Third Degree.’’ Mr. 
Arthur Woods tried to stamp it out, but 
he was only assistant commissioner for 
a short time. He returned to the depart- 
ment years later as Colonel Arthur 
Woods, and then he did have a good deal 
to say in the matter. 

I know of one case where a wretched 
little man was accused of murder. He was 
kept awake for three days and nights by 
relays of detectives, who slapped him 
across the face to wake him up or kicked 
him across the shins. A prominent official of 
the plain-clothes branch then threatened to 
mutilate him if he did not confess. A 
newspaper reporter happened to blunder 
in at this juncture, and the result was 
that the man was not even brought up 
for trial. He had been guilty of man- 
slaughter, as he afterwards confessed, 
under conditions which even by the stern 
law of England would have meant a 
nominal sentence at the most. 

The “Third Degree” went beyond 
physical violence, however, In one case 
the wife of a prisoner was persuaded to 
swear his freedom away while in the throes 
of unjustified jealousy, which had been 
provoked by a woman agent of the District 
Attorney, who was desperately anxious to 

t a conviction. Arthur Train, who has

OUR ATTITUDE TO 
MODERN ART. 


a Sam 
A PLEA FOR PIONEERS. 


‘‘A Chat on Modern Art” was the title 
of a lecture given last night by Mr. R. Caul- 
feild Orpey at a meeting of the Architectural 
Association of Ireland, at 8 Merrion square, 
Dublin. Discussing modern developments in 
art, Mr. Orpen said that it is not enough to 
condemn what appears to us strange and 
grotesque; we should try to find out the aim 
and intention of the artist. The best defini- 
tion of art is that it is the expression of 
emotion through the medium of a symbol: 
the poet uses words for his medium, the 
sculptor, clay or stone; the painter, pig- 
ments. But it is necessary for the. artist to 
express himself in a way that can be under- 
stood. There is often mystery in the trans- 
ference of the emotion in the artist’s work 
to the beholder, which cannot be analysed. 

"We are too apt to say that the work of the 
modern painters is the result of mental 
derangement. They cannot all be mad who 
are producing such work, nor ean the people 
who are paying considerable prices to pur- 
chase the work. To find the raison d’étre 
we must try to understand their point of 
view. The pioneer always has two things to 
contend with; he is overwhelmed with a flood 
of criticism concerning his technique and 
matters that are non-essential, and he has 
also a host of imitators who do not really 
know what they are doing. is arouses an 
inclination to give people something they 
cannot understand at all, and will not under- 
stand until they have learnt the language in 
which the artist is expressing himself. | We 
should not be too drastic in our treatment 
of pioneers; they should be treated with a 
certain amount of forbearance. Up to the 
time the Impressionist movement started in 
France all shadows in landscape were painted 
in. black or brown; it was the pioneers of 
the Impressionist school who recognised that 
stwdows are not always black or brown. That

centuries by plundering caravans. The, 
are savage fighters and never surrender 
Of late they have become better disposed 
towards the French because of medica} 
help which has been rendered to them, 
The Touareg probably come from Arabia. 
Their legends, which are now mostly 
forgotten, say that they travelled fp, 
years across many countries. Thiere was 
a theory that they were the descendant, 
of lost European (rusaders and Arabian 
girls, and they certainly have old armoy, 
and weapons which may have belonged 
to long-dead Crusaders, while th 
emblem is the (ross. 

Women are very important members o! 
their hierarchy. A woman of the aris 
tocracy can marry beneath her, sociaiiy 
speaking, and raises her husband to her 
own rank. She owns property and descent 
is traced through her family. Although 
great fighters and daring raiders, the 
Touareg are ridden with disease.

The legend probably arose from 
the fact that thev visited some of the old, 
walled cities in Central Africa belonging 
to the native kinglets, to exchange or se! 
the plunder they had reaped from cara-

any of these rulers or take sides in 
tribal disputes. Occasionally they wil! 
take captives to sell as slaves, but usually 
they are more concerned with live-stock 
and merchandise than with human beings. 
While they now have modern rifles, ther 
still carry the cross-hilted sword of their 
ancestors, and, often, bows and arrows 
or a sharp-headed spear. 

The native troops who serve under the 
Tricolour have a wholesome respect fo 
the masked riders, and the annals of the 
Foreign Legion could afford many exciting 
stories of punitive expeditions agains 
these raiders.

(2) In regard to that portion of the lump 
sum payments which is computed on the 
bonus, the award was based upon 75 per 
cent., and not upon the whole of the bonus 
payable for the quarter preceding the date of 
retirement. 

WIGG AND COCHRANE CASE. 

The meaning and intent of Article X., and 
the principles upon which the compensation 
payable under it should be assessed, including 
the principles relating to the over-riding 
maximum, and the 6 er cent. above- 
mentioned were considered by the Judicial 
Committee on the hearing of the appeal in the 
case of Wigg and Cochrane v. the Attorney- 
General of the Irish Free State (1927), A.C.. 
P. 674. The plaintiffs in the action were two 
civil servants who sought to enforce their 
claims under Article X. in the Courts of the 
Irish Free State. In expressing their opinion, 
allowing the appeal in favour of the two civil 
servants, the Board, when referring to the 
effect of the Minute of the 20th March, 
1922, upon the claims, assumed that these 
officers had at the date of the Minute been 
transferred to the Government of the Free 
State, and held that the Minute could not 
affect their rights. 

These officers were, in fact, not. transferred 
to the Government of the Irish Free State 
until after the date of this Minute, and it was 
contended that the advice tendered to His 
Majesty was tainted, if not vitiated, by this 
error of fact. It is because of this mis- 
apprehension by the previous Board—its effect 
upon the decision will be considered later— 
that the present reference was ordered.

THE REPORT. 

Lord Reading now read the report of their 
lordships, as follows :—- 

This matter was referred to the Judicial 
Committee by an Order of His Majesty in 
Council made under Section 4 of the Judicial 
Committee Act, 1833. 

The questions in issue relate to the prin- 
ciples applicable to the determination of the 
compensation payable to those civil servants 
in the service of the Crown who were trans- 
ferred to the Irish Free State after the 20th 
March, 1922, and were discharged or have 
retired in consequence of the change of Go- 
vernment effected by the establishment of 
the Government of the Irish Free State in 
pursuance of the Articles of Agreement for a 
lreaty made between Great Britain and fre- 
land. The amount of the compensation pay- 
able was determined by the Government of 
the Irish Free State in accordance with the 
principles laid down in certain minutes of 
the British Treasury, and, in particular, the 
minute of the 20th March, 1922. The question 
referred to their lordships is whether the pay- 
ment of compensation so determined in respect 
of civil servants or other officials, or public 
servants transferred to the service of the 
Provisional Government, or of the Govern- 
ment of the Irish Free State after the 20th 
March, 1922, is a payment of compensation 
within the meaning and true intent of 
Article X. of the Articles of Agreement. 

ARTICLE TEN. 

Article X. is as follows:—‘‘The Govern- 
ment of the Irish Free State agrees to pay 
fair compensation on terms not less favour- 
able than those accorded by the Act of 
1920 to judges, officials, members of the 
police forces and other public servants who 
are discharged or who retire in consequence 
of the change of Government, effected in 
pursuance hereof.’ 

This Act of 1920 is the Govertimént of 


applicable to the language of a statute. Under 

e Article the wansferred officers who come 
within the. statutory conditions are entitled 
to com which is fair and on terms 
not less favourable than those accorded by 
the Act of 1920. | Ip their lordships’ opinion 
the lan e of the Article imports that the 
terms of the Act of 1920 are the minimum 
which should be receivable by the officers, but 
these terms are clearly not the maximum that 
may be awarded. The words are not on the 
terms accorded by.the Act of 1920, but are 
‘fon term# not less than’—that more may 
be awarded. The words “not less than’’ 
cannot: be construed as if. they were 
synonymous with '“ equivalent to” or “ the 
same as.” 

Their lordships, thsarefore, cannot doubt 
that the compensation to be awarded is not 
limited by the terms under the Act of 1920, 
although these should be considered for the 
purpose of arriving at the proper award 
under the Article. It is, indeed, essential 
that regard should be had to them; for the 
compensation would not, in any event, be 
fair which was less favourable than would 
be awarded under these terms. 

TRANSFERRED OFFICERS’ LEGAL 
RIGHT. . 

Their lordships have next to consider 
whether an award which imposes two con- 
ditions—(1) the over-riding maximum and (2) 
the limitation of 75 per cent. of the bonus in 
regard to the lump sum—is fair compensation 
under the Article, as interpreted by the 
beard. It follows from the observations 
already made by their lordships that the 
mere fact that the assessment was calculated 
in accordance with the principles contained in 
the Treasury Minute of the 20th March, 1922, 
vives not establish that thé. compensation 
awarded ‘s the true measure of the compen- 
sation to which the transferred officers nave 
a legal right under the Article and the Con- 
stitution of the Free State. Theirs is a legal 
right, as was decided by the previous Board 
in the Wigg and Cochrane’s case, and the 
right is not questioned in this reference. 

The position of the transferred - servants 
under the Article thus differs materially from 
that of servants of the Crown who have no 
such legal right. Section 30 of the, Super- 
annuation Act, 1834, expressly negatives it— 
‘‘Nothing in this Act contained shall extend 
or be construed to extend to give any person 
an absolute right to compensation for past 
‘services or to any ‘superannuation or retiring 
allowance under this Act.’’ Further, it is 
provided by Section 2 of the Superannuation 
Act, 1859, that “Tí any question should 
arise in any department of the public service 
as to the claim of any person or ‘class of 
persons for superannuation under this clause, 
it shall be referred to the Commissioners of 
the Treasury, whose decision shall be final.” 

PREVIOUS BOARD'S DECISIONS. 

Their lordships are not unmindful of Mr. 
Dickie’s argument that the Treasury Minute 
could be challenged in the courts by a servant 
of the Crown; but their lordships find no 
justification for this contention. In Wigg 
and Cochrane’s case the previous Boar 
approved these decisions and affirmed the 
proposition that no action could be brought 
to set aside or vary a decision of the Com- 
missioners of the Treasury. At the hearing 
in this reference their lordships were in com- 
plete accord with this opinion of the previous 
Board and intimated to the Attorney-General 
that they would not require: argument from 
him in reply. 

Although their lordships hold that the 
Treasury Minute of 20th March, 1922, is not 
binding upon the transferred officers who 
come within the statutory conditions, the 
Minute requires most careful consideration in 
arriving at the amount that should be 
awarded under Article X. The Minute was 
issued by the Commissioners of the Treasury 
in pursuance of the discretion entrusted to 
them. It was submitted to Parliament and 
is binding upon the servants of the Crown. 
It announces the decisions of the Treasury on 
certain disputed matters regarding the cal- 
culation of the bonus for the purpose of com- 
puting the retiring allowances. After stating 
that the bonus had now become a regulfr 
part of the civil servants remuneration, it 
recites that hitherto 75 per cent. of the bonus 
payable at the time of retirement had heen 
included in the. émolamenis upon which, 
together with the salary, the retiring allow- 
ances had been computed. 

THE OVER-RIDING MAXIMUM, 

It directs that henceforward all awards of 
pension should be calculated on the salary 
and emoluments, together with an addition oí 
the bonus calculated on a sliding seale by 
reference to the average cost of living for the 
three preceding months; ‘and subject to re- 
assessment quarterly. It farther directs that, 
as under the Superannuatiow Acts the ian 
ing allowances copld noteexceed’ a prescribe 
proportine-aet Corte: mee tetiring civil 
servant’® length of service, of his salary and 
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the benefit of Article X. 
‘i  ogree with theopifiion that 
the calculation should be made on the full 
amount of the bonus, and that the limitation 
to 75 per cent. cannot be sustained. 

Their lordships are of opinion that the 
claims made in this reference on behalf of 
the transferred officers in relation to the 
award have been established, and their lor«- 
ships will humbly advise His Majesty 
accordingly.

ACADEMIC COSTUME AT 


LECTURES. 


At a meeting of Convocation of the 
National University of Ireland in University 
Buildings, Dublin, yesterday, at which Dr. 
Clery, presided, 

Mr. W. B. Joyce, B.A., moved: ‘ That 
the Senate of the National University be re- 
quested to put in foree the rule that students 
of the University should wear academic cos- 
tume while attending lectures." He said 
that the rule was already in existence, and 
had only fallen into abeyance. A University 
should impressive, dignified and solemn, 
and the wearing of academic costume tended 
to add to its dignity. He said that in other 
Universities which he had visited—Trinity 
Coollege, Oxford and Cambridge, and in Cork 
University College—the students all wore 
academic costumes. He thought that the 
same rule should apply to that University. 

Professor Mary Hayden, in seconding, said 
that for the past two years she had been 
trying to get the students to wear gowns. She 
had refused to admit them to her lectures if 
they were not wearing gowns. Not one in 
ten of the students that one saw walking 
about the College wore gowns, and the women 
were worse than the men in this respect. 
(Laughter.) She did not see why the students 
should not be proud of their gowns. 

Miss Agnes O’Farrelly, Professor, said that 
adequate costume gave esprit de corps to the 
College. 

A member of Convocation whe opposed 
the resolution said that there was a tendency 
to develop the inferiority complex. e was 
tired of hearing about Trinity; he believed 
that that University could give 10 yards in 
a 100 yards to Trinity; and he did not want 
to hear anything about Cork—they could give 
Cork 15 yards in a 100. (Laughter.) It was 
curious that it was graduates who wore 
graduates’ gowns who wanted undergraduates 
to wear undergraduates’ gowns. 

On a show of hands the resoiution was 
carried. 

Mr. T. A. O'Rourke, B.Comm., Higher 
Diploma in Education, proposed: ‘ That the 
privileges at present extended to certain 
classes of students in respect of subjects for 
examination and duration of college course 
should also apply to all students.” 

The resolution was seconded, and carried 
on a show of hands. 

DR, McRORY CONGRATULATED. 

The Chairman proposed: ‘‘ That Convoca- 
tion respectfully congratulates the Most Rev. 
Dr. McRory on his appointment to the See of 
Armagh.” He said that Dr. MeRory had 
been a professor at Maynooth, which was a 
recognised college of the National University. 

Miss Agnes O’Farrelly seconded the reso]u- 
tion, which passed unanimonsly.

THE REFERENCE. 

The matter now before their lordships, 
however, presents features which are widely 
different from those presented in the cases 
cited. In the first place, as has already been 
pointed out, this is not a petition for .« 
rehearing. It 1s a reference to the Board, 
under Section 4 of the Judicial Committee 
Act of 1833. If, however, Mr. Dickie is right 
the reference may be a futile and sterile pro- 
ceeding, for on his argument one of the 
parties to it is foredoomed from the outset 
to failure, because of the previous decision. 
If by that decision the matter of the present 
reference is rés judicata, then the Board has 
been invited to take part in a solemn farce 
involving the waste of judicial time 

In the second place the reference was 
ranted because of an alleged mistake of fact, 
into which the previous Board was alleged to 
have fallen, and which is said to have bee 
material to the issue determined by it. To 
suggest that if that proposition be made out 
this Board is constrained blindfold to adhere 
to a decision based on a material error; in 
fact, appears to be repugnant to good sense, 
and to attribute to the Board as a Committee 
of final resort ah impotence which would be 
deplorable. None of the cases cited, unless 
it be the case fo Dumaresq—which quantum 
valeat is inimical to Mr. Dickie’s argument-— 
deals with sudh a situation, and none of 
them appears to present an insuperable 
obstacle to a different decision being reached 
by the Board in this case from that pro- 
nounced in the case of Wigg and Cochrane. 

In these circumstances, their lordships con- 
sidered, after careful attention had been 
given to the argument on behalf of the civil 
servants, that it was ill-founded in law, and 
they accordingly infgrmed the learned 
Attorney-General that they did not think it 
necessary to require him to reply on this 
topic.

In the year 1920 it was contemplated that 
changes should be made in the Government 
and administration of Ireland, and accord- 
ingly the Government of Ireland Act, 1920, 
was passed. Power was given to establish 
Parliaments in Southern and Northern Ire- 
land, and executive authorit within the 
limits reserved by the Act. It further pro- 
vided by Section 55 that existing Irish officers 
in the service of the Crown should continue 
to serve in Ireland, and in the new Govern- 
ments to be formed, and should hold their 
offices upon the same tenure and the same 
conditions as hitherto. In order to protect 
those officers who might be removed from 
office or might wish to retire in consequence 
of the change to be effected in the Govern- 
ment of Ireland, provision was made for pay- 
ment to them of compensation, to be 
calculated in like manner as the superannua- 
tion allowance or gratuities, had been appli- 
cable to them, with certain additional con- 
cessions on the terms and conditions con- 
tained in the Eighth Schedule of the Act and 
rules thereunder. 


ALLOWANCES AND PENSIONS. 

Under these provisions an officer in an 
established capacity in the service of the 
Crown who. wished to retire under the 
statutory conditions would receive as compen- 
sation under this Act an annual allowance or 
pension calculated in like manner as the 
superannuation allowance that he would be 
qualified to receive under the Superannuation 
Acts, 1834 to 1914, if he retired on the ground 
of ill-health, supplemented for the purpose 
of that calculation by certain additional years 
of service and certain notional increments of 
salary. 

The annual allowance or pension payable 
under the Superannuation Acts, 1834-1914, to 
a civil servant who retires on the ground of 
ill-health after not less than ten years’ service 
is one-sixtieth of the salary and emoluments of 
his office at the date of his retirement for 
each year of service. A new system was 
introduced under the Superannuation Act of 
1909 for the benefit of those officers who 
elected to avail themselves of it. They 
became entitled to an annual allowance Cal- 
culated upon one-eightieth instead of one- 
sixtieth per year of service, and in addition 
to a luinp sum payment of one-thirtieth of 
the salary and emoluments for each year of 
service, such payment not to exceed one and 
a half times the amount of the salary and 
emoluments. During the war the remunera- 
tion was increased by what was termed a 
bonus. At first no part of the bonus was 
included for the purpose of the calculation of 
these allowances, but gradually it was 
recognised by the Treasury, and particularly 
by the Minute of 20th March, 1922, that the 
bonus had become a regular part of the civil 
servant’s remuneration, and that it should be 
taken into account in computing the retiring 
allowances. The bonus is not a fixed sum 
like the salary, but is variable, and is cal- 
culated on a sliding scale by reference to the 
official index figure of tlfe cost of living. 

THE TRANSFER OF OFFICERS. 

The scheme of government under the Act 
of 1920 was superseded in December, 1921, 
by the Articles of Agreement for a Treaty 
between Great Britain and Ireland, which 
by Article 17 provided for a provisional ar- 
rangement for the administration of Southern 
Ireland during the transitional period pending 
the constitution of a Government of the Trish 
Free State. By the Irish Free State (Agree- 
ment) Act, 1922, passed on 31st March, 1922, 
force of law was given to these Articles, and 
provisions were made for carryin the Treaty 
into effect. In pursuance of this Act an 
Order in Council of ist April, 1922, was 
issued transferring the functions in connec- 
tion with the administration of public 
services in Southern Ireland to the Pro- 
visional Government, and in December, 1922, 
the Irish Free State was established, and the 
Constitution was enacted by Act No. 1 of the 
Dail Eireann. 

Article 77 of the Constitution (1st Schedule 
to ‘the Act) provides that every existing

It is difficult to understand why in such 
circumstances the annual allowance, which 
will be reduced according to the sliding scale 
when the cost of living figure falls, should not 
be increased if the cost of living figure rises. 
The amount of the bonus ascertained at the 
date of retirement is not conclusive. It may 
be made to vary, and the annual allowance 
will vary accordingly ; but if it be capable of 
reduction it should equally be capable cf 
increase. If, notwithstanding the rise in the 
cost of living, the annual allowance was not 
Increased, it would obviously be to the dis- 
advantage of the officer, who must submit to 
reduction should: the cost of living fall, and 
there is no sufficient reason why such a con- 
dition should be imposed in regard to cfficers 
who are entitled to the compensation granted 
by the Article. Their lordships are, there- 
fore, of opinion, that the condition known as 
the over-riding maximum attached to the 
award cannot be maintained. 

THE LUMP SUM. 

In regard té the lump sum payment, the 
Lords of the Treasury came to the conclusion, 
having regard to all the circumstances, that 
it was not -possible to devise a more satis- 
factory plan than to base the award as 
hitherto upon 75 per cent. of the bonus, to 
be calculated by reference to the cost cf 
living figure, as in the case of annual allow- 
ances or pensions. It is to be noted that 
the proportion of 75 per cent. is retained in 
regard to the lump sum payment, althcugh it 
is abandoned for the purpose of the calcula- 
tion of the annual allowance. It does not 
purport to be: Lased upon exact calculation ; 
it is retained at 75 per cent. as a practical 
method of allowing for the variability factor. 
The lump sum is calculated—as provided in 
the Superannuation Act, 1909, Section 1, 
Sub-Section 2—at a sum equal to one-thirtieth 
of the annual salary and emoluments multi- 
plied by the number of completed years of 
service. 

It is stated in the minute that the adjust- 
ment of the lump sum, according to this 
formula, could only be based upon broad 
and could not be exact.

IRISH COAL. 


WATERFORD INSTITUTION’S 
EXPERIENCE. 

monthly meeting of Waterford 
Hospital Committee yesterday, a 
discussion arose on the merits of Irish coal. 

Dr. Fitzgerald, R.M.S., said that the Trade 
Department was anxious that a trial be given 
to Irish coal, so as to give employment as 
far as possible in Irish mines. I have tried 
Castlec6mer coal alone, said Dr. Fitzgerald. 
They said it would be much more economic 
for raising steam. It took 11 tons of Irish 
coal to raise the necessary steam, as against 
95 tons of Welsh. An equal mixture of both 
took 10 tons. As far as cou'd see, it 
would not pav to work Irish coal here.. Out 
of one week’s work with Irish coal we found 
35 cwt. of clinkers, as against 10 ewt. with 
Welsh coal. 

With a mixture of Irish and Welsh, the 
fire was as good as could be expected, but 
he would burn half a ton a week more with 
Irish than with Welsh. In addition, Irish 
coal cost more than Welsh. He acded that 
he was sending these figures to the depart- 
ment.

ENNISKILLEN GUARDIANS’ 
ECONOMY. 

The Enniskillen Guardians a few weeks 
ago. considered the clothing allowance of 
£6 for a boarded out child as a 
“monstrous allowance,” and reduced that 
sum to £3. Yesterday Miss Harrison, the 
Northern Ministry's imspector of boarded- 
out children, asked the Board to reconsider 
the matter, as it was absolutely impossible 
to clothe a child on £3 a vear. 

Miss Harrison said that the foster parents 
mended the children’s clothes, knitted stock- 
ings for them, and provided them with Con- 
firmation dresses. What, she asked, would 
two shirts look hke after being washed and 
worn for six months? The foster parents 
looked after the children well. 

Mr. J. C. O'Connor, who had objected to 
the reduction in the allowance, said that the 
Enriskilied Guardians were the greatest pack 
of fools in creation. The sons of some of the 
Guardians who argued that a child could be 
clothed for £3 a year were running about 
with plus fours, with tassels on them, which 
would cost mere than would provide good 
clothing for a child for a year. 

The Assistant Clerk said that contractors 
were in a dilemma, as they said they could 
not supply clothes at the price, and only two 
tenders for clothing had been received.

The Marquis of Reading 
announced the advice to His Majesty of 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council in the case relating to the rights 
of certain Irish servants. The 
history of this case is very interesting. 
When the Free State Government came 
into existence a large number of civil 
servants retired, taking advantage of the 
terms of Article X. of the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty, which provided that they should 
receive compensation on terms “not, less 
favourable’ than those conceded to them 
in the Government of Ireland Act of 1920. 
A Committee was established by the Free 
State Government to deal with this matter, 
and certain conditions were granted. One 
of ‘the conditions ‘was concerned with 
the variable portion of the civil servants’ 
compensation, and provided that this sum 
should be reduced if the cost of living 
should fall, but that it must not be in- 
creased in any circumstances above the 
amount at which it was* fixed originally. 
This clause was known as the “ over-riding 
maximum.’’ Another clause provided that 
a lump sum, which was granted to retiring 
civil servants, should be calculated on 
75 per cent. of the cost of living bonus at 
the date of retirement. The civil servants 
claimed that these terms were unfair, and 
two of them, Messrs. Wigg and Cochrane, 
brought a test case in the High Court of 
the Free State. In July, 1924, Mr. 
Justice Meredith delivered judgment, 
ruling in favour of the civil servants. The 
Free State Government appealed against 
his decision, which was reversed by a 
majority judgment of the Supreme Court 
in April, 1925. The civil servants then 
brought the case to the Privy Council, and 
in May, 1927, their lordships announced 
that they upheld the judgment of Mr. 
Justice Meredith. 


In February, 1028, the Free State 
Minister for Finance announced that the 
Government proposed to ignore the Privy 
Council’s judgment and to introduce 
special legislation in the Free State 
Parliament to set it aside. He promised at 
the same time to set up a new tribunal to 
adjudicate on all future claims under 
Article X. In support of this attitude the 
Ear] of Birkenhead declared in England 
that the Privy Council had made a 
mistake, inasmuch as it had not taken 
cognisance of an essential piece of 
eW@ience—namely, a Treasury minute of 
March, 1922, which, he said, governed 
the whole situation. The late Viscount 
Cave, who had been Chairman of 
the Judicial Committee, sent a letter 
to. the Prime Minister just before 
his death supporting Lord Birken- 
head’s assertion, which was denied 
‘by counsel’ on both sides in letters to the 
Press. In the light of these circum- 
stances, it was decided, with the approval 
of the Free State Government, to refer the 
matter again to the Privy Council; and 
in July of this year a Court consisting of 
the Marquis of Reading, Lord Phillimore, 
Lord Hanworth (Master of the Rolls), 
Lord .Alness, and the Chief. Justice of 
Canada, sat to’ re-hear the case, with 
particular reference to the validity of the 
Treasury minute of 1922. After a careful 
hearing their lordships now have reached

jurisdiction. When the case first was 
heard the most extravagant estimates 
were made of the financial extent 
of the civil servants’ claims. It 
was declared that at least £250,000 would 
be necessary in additional compensation, 
but we understand that this sum is very 
much in excess of that which actually 
will be required. Whatever amount may 
be necessary, however, the claims must 
be met. The honour, not only of the Free 
State Government, but of the whole Irish 
people, is at stake. 
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Elections in Australia. 


On Saturday the tenth general election 
since the establishment of the Australian 
Commonwealth will be held. There are 
75 seats in the House of Representa- 
tives, and 50 of these are regarded as 
certain to retain their present party 
allegiance. Of the sure seats, 26 are 
Nationalist and nine are held by the 
Country Party, while only 15 are held by 
Labour members. Of the doubtful seats, 
only eight are held by Labour, while 16 
are occupied by its opponents. In order to 
secure even the smallest majority, Labour 
would need to capture 14 of the 16 doubt- 
ful seats. Mr. Stanley Bruce, the Prime 
Minister, defining the policy of his party 
in an election speech, laid down four main 
principles of national life—loyalty to the 
Throne ; co-operation with the rest of the 
Empire in imperial defence in accordance 
with the Commonwealth’s resources; the 
maintenance of a “ White Australia,’’ and 
the continuance of a constitutional and 
parliamentary system of government. On 
all these scores Mr.. Bruce joined issue 
with the stated policy and the actual 
behaviour of the Labour Party. While 
the Government stood firmly for the unity 
and strength of the Empire, many Labour 
spokesmen had advocated policies which 
infallibly would lead to its disintegration. 
If the imperial bond should be dissolved, 
the maintenance of a “white’’ Australia 
would be rendered impossible. Labour, 
however, was not content to follow tactics 
which undermined the security of the 
white race; some of its spokesmen 
explicitly repudiated the cause of the 
white people. Mr. Bruce spoke of the 
affiliation of the Australian Council] of 
Trade Unions—a body which claimed to 
represent the great majority of organised 
Australian workers—with the organisation 
called the Pan-Pacific Trade 
It is the declared

Secretariat. 
policy of the Secretariat to 
“ discriminatory immigration laws . . . 
chiefly in Australasia and America.” 
This implies that Australian Labour is 
committed to approval’ of the Asiatic 
demand for an open door. If Labour 
should come into power while its present 
alliances are unrepudiated, it would be 
obliged to remove all bans upon Chinese 
and Japanese settlement, and yellow hosts 
would swarm into the Australian cities 
and the bush. Part and parcel with the 
surrender of racial principle is a tacit 
alliance between Australian Labour and 
Russian Bolshevism. Mr. Bruce did not 
hesitate to charge the agitators who have 
disturbed the economic life of the Com- 
monwealth with the intention to substi- 
tute “self-appointed Soviets’’ for free 
parliamentary institutions. “Resistance to 
Asiatic immigration is not sufficient. 
Australia is menaced by another kind 
of undesirable settler. Europe sends 
migrants who are white, indeed, but are 
not of British blood, speech or allegiance. 
These enfeeble the patriotic spirit of 
a growing nation. As a safeguard against 
undue dilution of the Commonwealth 
blood, Mr. Bruce demands that not more 
than two per cent. of immigrants of non- 
British origin shall be admitted. 
Australia needs strong and determined

The Unwanted Child. 


Yesterday the Dublin Branch of the 
National Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children gave its annual 
account of its services. During forty 
years this branch has done splendid work 
among the children of the slums. It has 
rescued many thousands of them from 
starvation, neglect, torture and the 
assaults of vice. Last year it dealt with 
nearly nine hundred cases, including 632 
complaints of neglect and ninety com- 
plaints of ill-treatment. In most of them 
the Society’s warning or advice was 
effective, and it was forced to invoke the 
law in only seventeen cases. The fact is a 
tribute to the Society’s inspectors and 
visitors ; it shows also that the poorest of 
the poor, though they may be ignorant, 
careless and negligent, are not wilfully 
cruel to their children. Indeed, there is 
only one class of children in this country 
that can be described as utterly friendless 
and forlorn. They are the “unwanted ” 
children—usually illegitimate—who never 
had a home, whose birth was a tragedy 
for their mothers and a nuisance for their 
fathers. It is nobody’s interest that such 
children shall live ; often it may be some- 
body’s interest that they shall die quickly. 
As a rule they are “ put out to nurse ”’ 
in return for a lump sum or for a monthly 
or weekly payment. To-day there are 
many hundreds of these nurse children in 
I the Dublin district, and probably some

The majority. of the foster mothers may 
be kind and conscientious persons; but it 
is obvious that, unless the system is 
under strict supervision, it may be fertile 
in horrid abuses. In the scope of a cruel 
or avaricious woman the life of an 
unwanted child may be a misery from 
which death is a merciful escape. The 
Children. Act, 1908, provides some safe- 
guards; but Sir Nevile Wilkinson said 
yesterday that they were, insufficient and 
that the Act needed amendment. We hope 
that—although the whwanted child has 
no vote—Parliament will lend a ready ear 
to the Society’s appeal. The number of 
unwanted children is likely to increase 
rather than to diminish if wre may judge 
the present state of Irish morals by the 
lamentations of the Churches and the 
records of the criminal courts. 


Alfred Spitz. 


Feats of physical endurance are common 
in these days, but that which the Morning 
Post reported yesterday has an exceptional 
character. It was not done for financial 
reward or under the eyes of a hundred 
cameras. The unwilling hero was Alfred 
Spitz, cabin boy on the German steamer 
Rheinfels. The ship was upon her lawful 
occasions in the Gulf of Aden when Alfred, 
trying to catch a bird on the taffrail, lost 
his balance and fell into the sea. It was 
midnight; the accident was unnoticed, 
and Alfred struck out for land. When 
daylight came he found that the current 
had carried him into the open sea, but he 
did not abandon hope. In the afternoon 
the second officer of the Italian steamer 
Lianna, then thirty miles east of Perim, 
saw a dark spot in the water. A boat was 
launched and Alfred Spitz was picked up 
as he was sinking. His face had been 
burned black by the sun and he lay for 
two days in a high fever. He had been 
swimming for fifteen hours in shark- 
infested waters. ‘‘ Sharks were all round 
me,” he said, “ but they did not bother 
me much.” Captain Mazzella, of the 
Lianna, says that such an escape from 
sharks is without precedent in his long 
career. During his long swim the boy 
passed several ships which failed to see 
him, and he suffered agonies from thirst. 
Fish rubbed against him and large birds 
swooped down to peck at him. ‘One 
little bird,” he said—perhaps, it was the 
bird of the taffrail—‘‘ kept beside me the 
whole time and at intervals perched on 
my shoulder. He kept me good com- 
pany.’’ Surely, however, Alfred Spitz’s 
best company through those dreadful 
fifteen hours was his own stout heart. 


PIANO AND SONG 
RECITAL. 


MISS RACHEL LEVIN AND 
MR. PERCY WHITEHEAD. 


There are pianists who raise expectations, 
win stoutly-contested Feis awards, flash once 
or twice befere us in recitals—and we know 
them no more. Miss Rachel Levin is not of 
those. Her interpretation of the great 
Beethoven Sonata in C minor, Opus III., at 
the Abbey Lecture Hall last night rang with 
character and understanding, and indicated 
that she is in the way to work more brilliant 
still. 

The ‘Arietta con Variazoni’’ was a 
musical treat. Miss Levin’s other numbers 
included the Fantasia in © minor (Bach), 
where her left-hand technique was admirable; 
a Rameau trifle, the Scarlatti Menuetto and 
Gigue, excerpts from Debussy and Ravel, 
and Etudes No. 1, 7 and 12 and the Scherzo 
in B minor (Chopin). Her facility’ and de- 
tachment in giving these in true aeure show 
she has some, at Teast, of the equipment of 
the creative artist. A present tendency 
towards exaggeration will correct. itself. 

Mr. Percy Whitehead is too seldom heard. 
He makes each song a tone picture, and his 
treatment, especially of traditional airs, is an 
object lesson. He sang songs from Somervell— 
“White in the Moon the Long Road Lies,’’ 
“The Lake Isle of Innisfree,’’ ‘‘ Floodes of 
Tears’; and traditional airs from Middlesex, 
Kentucky, Dorset, and Ireland—all bordering 
on the perfect. Miss Dorothy Stokes was a 
capable accompanist, especially in the 
Somervell settings. 


WIRELESS RECEPTION. 
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THE LAW ON INTERFERENCE. 


While wireless listeners in Germany are, 
by a decision reported from a Dresden Court, 
to have legal protection against disturbance 
from neighbouring electrical apparatus, 
listeners in these islands must rely upon the 

ood-will of their neighbours in abating or 
essening ‘‘interference.’’ This, in effect, 
was pointed out by an official of the British 
Broadcasting Corporation to a Press Associa- 
tion reporter. 

‘Certain high frequency apparatus does 
cause interference sometimes to neighbouring 
wireless sets, and occasionally we receive 
complaints,” said the official. —“ Flashing 
electric ‘signs, violet ray treatment, hair- 
dressers’ electrical apparatus, are am»ngst 
the appliances against which complaint is 
sometimes made. 

“Where a complaint of interference ‘s 
received by the B.B.C. a questionnaire is 
sent to the complainant, the questions being 
designed to ascertain the type or probable 
cause of interference. Where there is a 
number of complaints from a particular dis- 
trict AIS to a certain type of inter- 
ference the B.B.C. will approach the owner 
of the apparatus causing interference to see 
whether by an alteration or adaptation 1t 
will be possible to remove or, at any rate, 
lessen the interference to neighbours. 

‘‘In many cases it is found that there is 
sufficient good-will and friendliness on the 
part of the owner to lead him to make the 
necessary alteration. There is not in this 
country the legal power that exists in Ger- 
many for dealing with this matter. The 
complaints arise gen. lly on a high fre- 
quency apparatus being established in busi- 
ness premises for the first time.”

The judgment of the Special Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council, presided 
over by the Marquis of Reading, which 
was set up to inquire into the claims of 
the Irish civil servants, is regarded as 
being generally satisfactory. It admits 
the justice of the claim made by the civil 
servants to the full bonus, and this is not 
likely to be disputed by those in 
authority. The amount involved: is not 
very great, and it is said that the British 
Government probably will be prepared to 
meet the Irish Free State Government in 
the settlement of any sum involved by the 
addition to the 75 pee cent. It is hoped 
that the decision of this morning, which 
was given in the presence of very few 
people, will end once. for all a matter 
which has been long in dispute. 


Party Prospects. 


So many Socialist members have 
returned to Westminster in the belief that 
they are going to secure a majority 
Government at the next election that Mr 
Arthur Henderson has thought it neces. 
sary to get them together and give them 
a lesson in the study of electioneering 
prospects. Mr. Henderson is too old a 
hand to be deceived by thoughts of land. 
slides, and, looking at the situation as a 
realist, he has come to the conclusion that 
the best that can be hoped for is that th. 
Socialists will be the largest party in the 
next Parliament. Even of that possibility 
he is not certain, but he believes that th: 
party should work solidly for it, and not 
allow their energies to be sapped by a 
false. optimism. The Liberals will he 
interested to hear that in the next Parlia. 
ment they are credited by Mr. Henderson 
with half as many more as their present 
membership. 

Parties in Ulster, 

All three political parties are turning 
their thoughts to Ulster in view of ‘the 
next election. The number of members 
returned to Westminster by Northern 
Ireland in other circumstances would be 
regarded as negligible in party calcula. 
tions, but calculations are s0_nice!; 
balanced that three or four members on 
either side may make much difference in 
the next Parliament. At present, Ulster 
is solidly Unionist; but, in view of the 
attitude of Sir James Craig's party to 
temperance, the Liberals hope to gain fis: 
seats at the best and three atthe worst. The 
Socialists also think that they may have a 
chance, but in their case they hold th. 
disadvantage that they have alienated the 
sympathies of the local labour people by 
refusing to intervene against the Northern 
Government's proposal to abolish pro 
portional representation. 


Lord Davideom of Lambeth. 


Lord Davidson of Lambeth is to be 
introduced into the House of Lords to 
morrow by Lord Harris, of cricketing 
fame—who is also a man of Kent and « 
great friend of the ex-Archbishop—and br 
Lord Stamfordham, Private Secretary to 
the King. The scene will be quite 
brilliant, although very short. Led by the 
Gentleman Usher of the Black Rod and 
Garter King-at-Arms, Lord Davidson. 
wearing the robes of a baron, will take 
the oath of allegiance before the Lord 
Chancellor and then will perambulgte the 
House before he finally takes his seat as 
its Junior member on the barons’ benches 
Lord Davidson, who for so many years 
has been the first person in the realm 
and in the House of Lords after the Lord 
Chancellor, now will be the most junior 
of the peers. 


Reform of the Lords 


The Conservatives having dropped the 
idea of attempting any scheme of reform 
of the House of Lords, the Liberals are 
moving in the matter; and on Thursday, 
November 29th, Lord Buckmaster will 
move a resolution in the House of Lords 
regretting that no steps are being taken 
to secure that the constitution of the 
House of Lords may be so modified as to 
meet the contingency. of a change of 
Government at the next election. 

Naval Shipbuilding. 

In order to relieve winter distress in 
shipbuilding districts, it is possible that 
the Admiralty may expedite the placing 
of orders for the warships in the 1928-29 
programme, which are to be built by 
contract. It is expected that orders for 
up to seventeen vessels will be placed. 
including one gunboat, two sloops, eight 
destroyers, one flotilla leader, and five 
submarines. Delay in inviting tenders for 
these vessels, the construction of which 
has been authorised, is due to financial 
considerations; for the current naval! 
estimates only provided a sum of less than 
£10,000,000 for construction, and the 
greater part of this sum is being expended 
on vessels laid down in the previous 
financial year. 


* General "” Booth.

_. The Chief Officer of the American Shipper, one of the 
rescue craft, states that eight boats, and one makeshift raft, left 
the Vestris. One boat capsized, and some of those in it were 
picked up by the Wyoming and other ships. The message added : 
“ The raft has evidently broken up, owing to the heavy seas.”

STORIES OF THE RESCUE.

LINERS RETURNING TO PORT. 


The: American Shipper, which was the 
first “to reach the. scene, reported the 
rescue of one hundred and twenty-three 
persons, -of whom. -thirty-three were 
passengers. When the list of rescued was 
received -here by wireless, however, there 
were thirty-eight names of passengers, but 
it was not clear whether five more 


passengers had been rescued, or whether | 


the names of some hdd got mixed up with 
those of the crew. 

The American Shipper, with its cargo of 
rescued passengers and crew, remained 
until darkness came on, and then pro- 
ceeded to New York, where it expects to 
dock on Wednesday nicht, or early Thurs- 
day morning.

The steamship Berlin picked up twenty- 
three persons, and has already started for 
New York. .She is expected to arrive here 
at 7 o'clock to-morrow morning. i 

The tanker Myriam saved sixty-three, 
on the battleship Wyoming picked up 
eight.

AIRSHIP’S FLIGHT CANCELLED. 


As the result of further representations 
from Vice-Admiral Taylor, the Navy De- 
partment to-night has cancelled the order 
directing the airship Los Angeles to stand- 
by and assist in the search, on the ground 


that there is no necessity for the 
dirigible’s fight. 
The Navy Department earlier had 


ordered the airship to fly to the scene 
and offer what assistance it could. The 
viant dirigible was overhauled in _ its 
hangar at Lakehurst, New Jersey, and its 
ofheers estimated that it could reach the 
position of the.

In a message to the Navy Depaitment, 
however, Admiral Taylor expresses the 
opinion that the: Los Angeles 
Probably be unable to be of much assist- 
ance owing to the poor visibility. 

The complete story of the hardships 
vp the ‘rescued must have endured 
hefore they. were Saved. cannot yet be told, 
for the air and all available wireless facili- 
ties have been requisitioned íor the vital 
task of life-saving. Se” 

The ‘full telling of this grim tale oí the 
sea may solve the query, which has been 
raised by ‘mahv to-day, as to how a 
modern-built ship could. have sprung so 
disastrous a leak witbout having been in 
collision. : | 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN. MISSING. 

\ few meagre details in regard to the 
survivors’ experiences have been: received 
indicating in some degree: what must have 
been the fate and feelings of the -thers 
who were cast adrift on the-ocean.

Mr. Carey adds that the inrush of tons 
of water added weight to the vessel, and 
made it impossible fot the crew to work 
in ‘the holds in any attempt to put her 
back on an even keel. 


THE SHIP'S WAR SERVICE.

ALL-NIGHT. SEARCH. 
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HOW THE FIRST SUR- 
VIVORS WERE FOUND. 


From ‘‘ Ture Times ” CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Tuesday. 


Only one person is actualy known to have 
lost his life through the sinking of the ship, 
an unidentified man, found dead from ex- 

osure on a raft. But because there is a 

eavy sea running, and a cold north-east 
wind off Virginia Capes, there is grave appre- 
hension here about the ‘fate of those stil! 
missing. 

The first of the ships that rushed to the 
rescue of the Vestris, the Porto Rico liner. 
San Juan, reached the scene of the wreck at 
5.45 yesterday afternoon, but, after many 
hours’ search in mist and darkness, found no 
trace of the wreck or of the lifeboats. 

Between midnight and 2 a.m. four other 
vessels joined her—the Santa Barbara of the 


Grace Line, the Japanese freighter Ohio 
Maru, the battleship Wyoming, and the 
coastguard cutter Dayis. They were. equally 


unsuccessful, __ 
it was. not. until 3.30 a.m. that cheering 


news came from any vessel. Then the United 
States Shipping Buard’s vessel, the American 
Shipper, sent a wireless message from 57.19 
north 70.36 west :— 

“Now on scene, one lifeboat alongside us. ’ 

The position she gave was a considerable 
distance west of where the Vestris weut 
down 14: hours before. 

An hour later the French tanker Myriam 
reported that she had picked up a boat, 
and added an urgent .message to 
other vessels: “ Come on; more boats to pick 
up. 1 am bound for New York myself.’’ 
She said that the North German Lloyd 
liner, Berlin, and the Santa Barbara were 
searching near her.

It was assumed that 
the vessel would be carrying from North to 
South America agricultural machinery and 
other valuable cargo. 

Important as the financial interests are, 
London underwriters were showing much 
more concern for the safety of the passen- 
gers, and respecting the causes which Jed to 
the loss of the ship.

ter, and what is known of the 
successfully encountering any weather, and 
the weather does not appear to have been 
exceptionally violent.

Simultaneously work has already begun 
on the colossal site at Dagenham, Essex, 
acquired some years ago by the Ford 
interests. When completed, this enor 
mous. plant will haye- a capacity <f 
200,000 cars per annum—work for thou- 
sands for three years will be provided in 
the construction of the Dagenham plant. 

Still more thousands will be required 
when the factory is in production.

Lord Reading’s report re-affirmed the 
judgment of Mr. Justice Meredith, and it 
now only remains for the Free State to 
put it in force and end a legal battle 
which has been waged for four years. 

This decision of the Judicial Committee 
is likely to have a far-reaching effect, be- 
cause it has been an open secret that 
many transferred officers propose to resign 
or carry on according as they are in- 
dividually affected. All transferred civil 
servants still have the right to resign, but 
how the right will remain is a point not 
yet decided. 

Under the decision they are entitled -to 
compensation on terms “ not ‘less favour- 
able than’’ they would have received under 
the Government of Ireland Act, 1920, and 
it may be noted that the interpretation of 
the phrase ‘‘ not less favourable than,’’ as 
it appears in Lord Reading’s report, is a 
minuamum, and not, ~necessarily a 
marimum.

PREMIER REPROVES 
MR. LLOYD GEURGE. 


From Ovr PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

Question hour in the House of Commons 
this afternoon was marked by a little scene 
over the grant of £6,000 paid to Mr. Oscar 
Slater, afier the recent appeal, which resulted 
in his being found not guilty of the crime 
imputed to him. Mr. Day was anxious to 
know how the costs of the appeal were to be 
met. When it was announced that the costs 
had to be defrayed out of the grant, several 
of the Socialist members objected. Amid an 
uproar from their benches, the voice of Mr. 
Kirkwood was heard calling upon Sir John 
Gilmour to toe the line. Sir John replied that 
the whole circumstances were taken into 
account when the grant—one in excess of any 
previously made—was given. There was muc 
further shouting, but the Speaker intervened, 
and order was restored. 

THE ANGLO-FRENCH AGREEMENT. 

Although Lord Cushendun, in the Upper 
House, last week disposed of the controversy 
yn the Arglo-French Naval agreement by 
declaring that the agreement was dead, Mr. 
Lloyd George thought the matter of sufficient 
importance to raise the whole subject in the 
Commons to-night in the following amend- 
ment: to the Address :— 

“ But humbly submit to Your Majesty that 
this House considers that the Anglo-French 
compromise endangers the prospect of peace 
in Europe and good relations with the United 
States; regrets the abandonment of 
the principle of the limitation on 
small submarines and cruisers : and 
considers that the basis of naval discussicn 
should be the extension of the successful 
Washington Treaties to all classes of com- 
batant ships; considers that the exclusion of 
reservists from the computation of military 
strength is contrary to the spirit both of the 
Treaty of Versailles and of the Locarno 
Treaties, and by making possible the per- 
manent military preponderance of a Power or 
croup of Powers in Europe, increases the 
difficulties df substantial progress towards 
disarmament; deprecates the existence of 
military or naval understandings of an ex- 
clusive character with any Power, and con- 
siders that the basis of British foreign policy 
should be the promotion of friendship and 
co-operation between all nations on the basis 
of the Covenant of the League of Nations 
and the Peace Pact.”’ 

Mr. Lloyd George’s first words was an 
expression of regret at the absence of the 
Foreign Secretary. 

He said that they would, he was sure, 
look forward with great satisfaction to Sir 
Austen’s presence among them again, fully 
restored to health. This pleased the Minis- 
tevialists, and they were still more gratified 
when the right hon. gentleman went on to 
praise Sir Austen's success at Locarno. From 
this point onward, however, his remarks did 
rot meet with the same measure of agree- 
ment. The real test of Locarno, he said, 
was its effect on disarmament, and the Anglo- 
French Pact was a very sinister comment on 
that. 
It was all very well to be told that the 
Anglo-French compromise had been dropped ; 
that the Pact was at an end, and that it. was 
quite unnecessary to discuss it. The House 
of Commons still had something to say about 
it and about the Government who were re- 
sponsible for arousing a good deal of suspicion 
and misunderstanding. It had certainly given 
rise to a great deal of suspicion in America, 
who, as a result, had decided to go on build- 
ing cruisers; and France certainly was under 
tBe impression that we were bound by the 
Principles of the Pact. Lord Cushendun 
thought it better to preserve silence on that 
poirt, but surely it ought to be made quite 
@ear what the real intentions of the Govern- 
ment were: and whether the principles which 

ided and dominated the agreement had 
Been definitely abandoned. 

There were moments when silence was 
golden: there were other moments when 
silence was brazen. In Washington we stood 
for the abolition of submarines. Had we 
abandoned that position in favour of the 
Pact plan of unlimited submarines of under 
600 tons? Were we still in favour of the 
limitation of small cruisers? What was our 
yosition regarding trained reserves? The 
bus Minister had stated that he stood by 
Locarno, but the Pact was the reversal of 
Locarno. If Locarno was the keystone ol 
the arch, the keystone had gone. There had 
been a lot of talk about the spirit of Locarny, 
but what followed Locarno?—a refusal to 
evacuate the Rhineland and an increase of 


armaments on the part of the signatory 


Powers. 
: AN AMAZING PACT. 

The Pact was an. amazing one, considering 
that there was no danger of coming to blows 
with France after 113 years of peace. If 
there was danger, it would be caused by 
panics. It was not surprising that there was 
a misunderstanding with America, and good 
relations with America were more important 
than with almost any other country. Our 
common interests and the peace of the world 
depended upon them. Any man who advised 
this country to pursue a course based on the 
assumption that there might be a conflict 
between us and America ought to be treated 
as a dangerous lunatic. (Cheers.) One day 
the United States might protect us against 
the very evil which the policy of the Anglo- 
French Pact was calculated to lead us into. 

There was only one thing to do, and that 
was to go back to the Washington policy 
of Lord Balfour. The Prime Minister should 
make it clear that they had abandoned the 
Anglo-French Pact, not merely in the letter, 
but in the spirit; that they weré back to the 
policy declared at Washington, of a definite 
fimitation of naval craft and guns—the only 
policy which would put us back in a better 
yosition. He considered it a pity | that 
Russia's proposals for complete disarma- 
ment had not been examined. They would 
have eliminated all the elements which justi- 
fied the maintenance of huge armies. As 
Jong as we keep up huge armies, we could not 
expect peace. Wherever there was a pre- 
dominant military Power, it was always 
in the end a menace to its neighbours. We 
had had always to check it. And if we had 
not come in the whole history of Europe 
would have been changed. 


| “ HORRIBLE THOUGHT.” 

If we had not destroyed the power of 
Spain, the Home Secretary would now have 
been a Papist. (Loud laughter.) Horrible 
thought ! Sir William might have been 
raiding the premises of the Society 
for the Promotion of Christian 
knowledge for evidence of some low-down 
conspiracy against the moral and spiritual 
welfare of the country. (Laughter.) Unless 
armaments were reduced there would not be 
peace in Europe. 


PRIME MINISTER’S REPLY. 

Mr. Baldwin began by expressing 
curiosity to know the name of the man who 
was responsible for fixing the word * pact 
on the conversation between us and France. 
He could only conclude it was the expression 
of some caption-writer for the films. 
(Laughter.) As to the compromise itself it 
was no more than a perfectly honest, straight- 
forward attempt to get out of the deadlock 
which had occurred at Geneva, and which 
was threaténitiz the whole work of disarma- 
ment. Thottgh the Conference at Geneva 
failed, cveryone was reluctant to let the 
matter stand there. The difficulty was with 
the conscript countries. They could not he 
builied, and the only way to make progress 
‘was by persuasion. France and those with 
her regarded econseription as an essential part 
of the doctrine of democracy. 

But. the Agreement with France had come 
to an he whole work had gone for 
nothing, and--we had to begin the job all 
over again:  A good deal had been said about 
the secr oí the discussions, but at uo 
time ook there any mystery about them.

Their policy was to 
work in close co-o ion,.mot only. with 
France, but with all other countries, and that 
policy has made itself felt in the remotest 
corner of Europe. One desire was to heal 
the wounds of the war and to see consolidated 
the peace of Europe for the benefit of their 
friends, as well as that of their late enemies 

i A REPROOF. 

Their desire was to eliminate any cause of 
friction between peoples, and. in this respect 
he was bound to make complaint of the action 
of the right hon. gentleman (Mr. Lloyd 
George) in — the statement he did when 
writing articles for the Press of a foreign 
country. (Ministerial cheers.) Such state- 
ments not only made their task more difficult. 
but would make it difficult for the right hon. 
gentleman himself if, and when, he came back 
to power, to deal properly with foreign policy. 
(Ministerial cheers.) ' 

It was a matter of regret ‘that there was 
any possibility of .misunderstanding between 
this country and America. He could not do 
better than quote the words of Abraham 
Lincoln, written sixty-five years ago :—*‘‘I hail 
this interchange of sentiments as an augury 
that, whatever else may happen, whatever 
misfortune may befall your country or my 
own, the peace and friendships which now 
exist between the two nations will be, as it 
shall be my desire to make them, perpetual.” 
(Cheers.} So be it, concluded the Prime 
Minister, amid loud and prolonged Minis- 
terial cheers. i 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald said that on the 
Continent of Europe there was a profound 
distrust of British foreign. policy—a_ policy 
for which the Prime Minister was responsible. 
The Anglo-French Pact was a blunder of the 
first magnitude, and they wanted’ an explicit 
assurance that it was really dead. It was 
easy enough to talk about disarmament, but 
they would never succeed until there was a 
change in the psychology of people, and they 
were willing to take the risk of being at 
yeace, instead of the risk of always being at 
half-cack for war. 

Mr. Ellis Davies was sceptical as to the 
assurances which had been given. The spirit 
of the Anglo-French Pact was ‘still alive. 
There should be no alliance and no under- 
standing with any other Power, except through 
the League of Nations. 

Mr. Bridgeman, who wound up the debate, 
declared that there was no explicit agree- 
ment of any kind between England and 
France, There was nothing which could 
possibly justify the terrific outbreak of abuse 
and suspicion to which they had _ listened 
from the other side of the House. It was 
easy enough to create suspicions in respect 
of any conceivable plan which would be 
agreeable to the various Powers; but was 
that. patriotic? (Ministerial cheers.) “Mr, 
Lloyd George had spoken of a Pact, but 
there had never been a Pact. Conversations 
had been proceeding in the hope of arriving 
at a compromise which could be submitted to 
the other Powers, and which might’ facilitate 
the progress of disarmament. That was all. 
There was not the slightest justification for 
saying that there was anything in the nature 
of a conclusive Pact. There was nothing 
more than a draft plan, which it was hoped 
would afford a basis for discussion at the 
next Preparatory Commission, 

It was said that the Anglo-French plan 
was less acceptable to America than the plan 
sut forward at Geneva, but, as a matter of 
bact, the former plan was expressly designed 
to meet the objections which the United 
States had put forward at Geneva. But if 
there was to be no limit to the largest type 
of cruisers, armed with the largest type of 
guns, how was it possible to arrive at an 
adjustment of the armaments of the world? 
It was disappointing to find that every well- 
meant effort to arrive at some solution of a 
difficult problem was met with suspicion. 
Suspicion was one way to make agreement 
impossible; but they would not abandon 
their desire for agreement if by any possible 
means it could be reached. 

The amendment was defeated by 326 votes

HUNTING IN THE ARMY. 


THE BEST HORSEMEN, 

Colonel T. O'Higgins, Acting President of 
the Club, stated that the Army Hunt Club 
was hardly a. hunt club in al) particulars; it 
lacked such essentials as territory and hounds, 
but made up for their absence in enthusiasm, 
It was a group of officers banded together to 
stimulate: horsemanship and hunting in the 
Army, because they believed that hunting 
was beneficial to both man and horse. They 
believed that by stimulating hunting in the 
Army they could make their cavalry the best 
horsemen inthe world, and heip to bring 
happiness and prosperity to the country. 

Fortanately for .themselves, civilians who 
hunted had. not to overcome the - obstacles 
that confronted the: junior officer, whose 
rincipal obstacles had to be overcome before 
e left the barracks. He hoped that those 
obstacles would be modified some time, and 
that the victories of Captains Harty, Corry 
and ©’Dwyer would inspire the Mimster for 
Defence to relax some of the regulations that 
handicapped junior officers who desired to 
emulate those three famous horsemen. 


THE QUALITY TO EXCEL. 

The Minister for Defence, in presenting 
three handsome hunting crops to the vic- 
torious officers on behalf of the Army Hunt 
Club, said that not only were they bringing 
honour to the Army, but that they were 
doing the work of the Minister for Agricul- 
ture in a way that he could not do it himself. 
(Langhter.) As Minister he would never be 
satished with the second best, from the Army. 
He believed that they had the quality in their 
men to excel, and he expected that of them. 
This year they had shown those qualities in 
aviation and in horsemanship, and he hoped 
that by hard work and tvaltiy and en- 
thusiasm other branches would. also bring 
international laurels to the Saorstat 
Army. He did not expect their horsemen 
to. come first in every event. When he agreed 
to the Irish team going to Biarritz, all that 
he asked was that they should be worthy 
representatives, That was guaranteed, and 
in every respect they had more than fulfilled 
his expectations. He had learned from mili- 
tary and other sources that their skill and 
gentlemanly and sportsmanlike conduct had 
won them high praise from all who came in 
contact with them, and that in every way 
they had borne themselves as men who were 
conscious of the fact’ that they were repre- 
sentatives of. the Irish Army and the Irish 
State, and they had reflected great credit on 
it. | 

He was sometimes aceused of being strict, of 
being “down” on everyone, He was ‘“‘down’”’ 
on every infringement of the regulations, but 
he went to every care to see that harmful or 
unnecessarily irritating regulations were with- 
drawn, and that only regulations which he 
was convinced wold tend for the greater 
efficiency of the Army were enforced. 


GOOD MEN AND HORSES. 

As the officer in charge of the team of 
ofticers who renresented the Free State at 
Ballsbridge and Biarritz, Colonel Michael 
Hogan thanked the Minister and the Hunt 
Club for the presentation. He stated that 
the fact that the Army representatives had 
competed at seven or eight provincial shows 
in Ireland had contributed largely to their 
successes on the hunting field. The con- 
ditions under which jumping competitions 
were conducted at the Continental shows were 
all absolutely unifoim, but that was not so 
at . provincial shows in Ireland. Thus, 
although when they first saw the Birritz 
course they feared that they had not a horse 
who could do-it, the horses gave creditable 
performanées, because they were, to a certain 
extent, accustomed to taking fences of a kind 
they had never experienced before. 

Colonel O'Connell said that he wished to 
speak on behalf of the horses, which, more 
prudent than the men, were comfortably 
bedded down long previously. In McKee 
Barracks that night they had the ten best 
horses in the world. Properly trained,. and 
with riders worthy of them, they were fit to 
win first place at any show and against any 
team. It was universally admitted that 
Irish horses made the best hunters and 
jumpers. They must in this matter set a 
very high standard .for ' themselves, and 
always keep in mind that they must be 
worthy of the horses that they rode. 


THE ARMY AND THE FARMER. 
Replying to the toast of “ Our Guests,” 
which was proposed by Major-General 
McKeon, 
Mr. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, said 


} that the Irish Army must make up in quality 


what it lacked in quantity and resources. 
Captains Cory, Harty and O'Dwyer, by 
raising the Irish flag for. the first time at 
Biarritz, did more for the status of the Free 
State than all the politicians put together. 
He thcught thar. it was unquestionable that the 
Free State could produce men with as much 
pioneering spirit as any country in the 
world. As evidence of it, Major Fitz- 
maurice’s flight had been something 10 
start with, and the success of their Army re- 
presentatives at Biarritz was something to 
go on with. These three ofticers did some- 
thing for the small farmer of the Free State 
that the Department of Agriculture could 
not do—(applause)—and they showed that a 
particular branch of Army activity needed 
to be developed to the fullest extent. 

Mr. ogan went on to assert that 
there was no comparison between Irish 
hunters and those of any other country 
in the world. “We have the 
raw material,” he declared, ‘all that we 
want is to exploit it, and one of the best 
ways that I can see to do that is to have our 
officers winning prizes in every international 
competition possible.”’ 


IRISH WINNERS IN CANADA. 


He had been to Ontario Show, which was 
one of the finest in the world, and e-ery 
horse that won prizes there was an Irisn 
‘horse. In the United States of America the 
demand now was for Irish hunters, and 
Irish hunters only. Granted a certain amount, 
of technical skill and good horsemanship 
there was no reason why their Army ,umpers 
should be beaten at any show in Europe. 
(Applause.) At present they lacked technical 
skill, but he was glad to see that this was 
recognised by the Army authorities, and that 
steps had been taken to supply the deficiency. 

If they secured that the Irish Army repre- 
sentatives were first in every international 
competition, then they would have put £ s. 
d. in the pockets of the farmers of Ireland, 
and they would have done more for the re- 
putation of their country than could be done 
by any political action, — (Applause. 

Captain Fowler, M.F.H., also responded.

Miss Freeman Mitford belongs to a family 
of great antiquity. The Mitfords can claim 
Norman blood, and the Christian name of 
Bertram, which has often been borne by 
many male members of the family, is believed 
to be one of equally ancient origin. Some 
forty years ago the surname and arms of 
Freeman were assumed by Royal licence. 
The peerage held by the father of the bride- 
elect dates from 1902. It is associated with 
the ancient home of the Mitfords, Redesdale, 
a valley in Northumberland, and was a 
revival of the title formerly held by the 
family, and which had become extinct. The 
revival was in favour of Mr. Algernon 
Bertram Freeman Mitford, at one time 
Secretary to the Commissioners of Public 
Works, and for a short period Conservative 
M.P. for South-West Warwickshire. 


A FRIEND OF KING EDWARD. 

Lord Redesdale, a great authority on 
landscape gardening, was a close friend of 
King Edward. Lord Redesdale married a 
daughter of the fifth Earl of Airlie, and 
it is interesting to note that his 
eldest son, Major the Hon. Clement 
Bertram O’Gilvy Freeman Mitford. who 
was killed in action in 1915, married a 
daughter of the sixth Earl, On his death in 
1916 Lord Redesdale was succeeded by his 
eldest surviving son, the present Peer, whose 
wife is a daughter of a politician famous in 
his day, the late Mr. Thomas Gibson Bowles; 
once M.P. for Kings Lynn. 

A younger son of the late Lord Redesdale, 
the Hon. John Power Bertram Freeman 
Mitford married, in 1914, Marie Anne, 
daughter of Herr Von Friedlander-Fuld, of 
Berlin, but the marriage was annulled in the 
same year. 

AN IRISH LORD CHANCELLOR. 

A distinguished ancester of the bride-elect 
was John Freeman Mitford (1748-1830), suc- 
cessively Attorney-General, Speaker of the 
House of Commons, and Lord Chancellor of 
Ireland, who, in 1802, was created Baron 
Redesdale. His eon, John Thomas Freeman 
Mitford, the second Baron, also won distine- 
tion. For many years he was Chairman of 
Committees in the House of Lords, and in 
1877 was promoted to an Earldom. His titles 
became extinct on his death in 1886. 

William Mitford (1744-1897), brother of the 
first Lord Redesdale, the Irish Lord 
Chancellor, was a distinguished historian, 
wha, on the suggestion. of Gibbon, wrote a 
popular history of Greece. He sat in Parlia- 
ment for many years. 

Mr. Guinness has just come back with his 
parents from Elveden, where they were mem- 
bers of Lord and Lady Iveagh’s house party 
last week, at which the King and Queen were 
yuests, He is tall and good-looking, and very 
tike his mother. He is very popular in 
society.

A FORECAST OF MR,

From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT,. 
NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

The Washington Correspondent of the 
New York World, in a message printed this 
morning, reports that as soon as Mr. Hoover 
becomes President he expects to call a new 
conference for the limitation of armaments 
on land and sea, unless the initiative is taken 
by some European Government. 

In the second paragraph, the despatch 
adds that the correspondent has it on good 
authority that in his first message to Con- 
gress President Hoover will advocate the 71 
cruiser programme which President Coolidge 
initiated. 

In view of the fact that the message will 
not be delivered for another thirteen months, 
the latter. report would seem to be niiung 
more than an invention were it not for. yes- 
terday’s announcement by the Navy Board. 

At all events, it is an.interesting jndication 
of the way things are pointing here, possibly 
to. an unprecedented extension of U.S. 
foreign commerce and trads iu the néxt four 
years. 


“SECOND TO NONE.” 


AMERICAN NAVAL POLICY, 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDFNT. 
WASHINGTON, . Tuesday. 

The General Board of the United States 
Navy has followed up President Coolidge’s 
Armistice Day address. with. a restatement-of 
its policy of maintaining a naval establish- 
ment second to none in the world. 

Although’ the annotricement issued last. 
night. covers’ aí! classes of fighting ships, it 
is “believed officially to rsóiss AA a. deter- 
minédl move on the part of the administration 
to carry through the 274 million dollar. pro- 
gramme already Sr né ie by the House of 
Representatives. This programme calls for 
fifteen new cruisers Be one aircraft carrier 
during a three-year period. 

SUPERIOR ARMAMENT. 

“The fundamental navy policy of the 
United States,” the Board declares, ‘‘ is that 
the Navy should be maintained in sufficient 
strength to support United States policies and 
commerce, and guard its Continental and 
overseas possessions.’ 

The Board further defines its policy as 
being “to build and maintain an efficient, 
well-balanced fleet in all classes of fightibg 
ships in accordance with the capital ship 
ratios, and so preserve these ratios by build- 
ing replacement ships and disposing of old 
ships, to make superiority of armament in 
their class an end in view of the designs of 
all fighting sfiips. 

MODERN CRUISERS. 

With regard to cruisers, the .policy is “to 
replace ali old cruisers with modern cruisers 
of ten thousand tons standard displacement, 
carrying eight-inch guns, and in addition to 
build similar cruisers at a rate that will 
maintain an effective cruiser tonnage in can- 
formity with the capital ship ratios.’’ 

It is further stated that the small cruiser 
will have no place in future naval policy, in 
view of its “little value in the’ protection 
of our trans-oceanic trade and outlying ‘pes- 
sessions. 

Note.— British policy favours small cruisers 
for the protection of scattered possessions, 
and it was largely on the tonnage question 
that the Geneva three-power naval conference 
broke down. 
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‘BUS CRASH ON ANTRIM 
ROAD. 


CORONER ADJOURNS THE 
INQUEST. 


“I am not satisfied about this ‘bus. 
have no evidence to show when it was 
examined, or by whom, or by whose 
authority, and I will adjourn this inquesse 
until the matter is investigated in detav 
and the evidence produced.”’ 

‘These remarks were made. by the Belfast 
Coroner (Dr. James Graham) at yesterday's 
inquest touching the deatle “of Lilian Vida 
Dunlop, aged 19, of Glandore Drive, Antrir. 
road, -Belfast, who was killed when two 
‘buses collided on Friday last. 

Giving evidence, Arthur Skelton, the 
driver of a Catherwood ‘bus, stated that oa 
the Friday he was driving his "bus down the 
Antrim road towards the city. When 
approaching Glandore avenue he slowed the 
‘bus to a walking pace, as the road was 
under repair at that part. He then saw a 
girl standing at the edge of the footpath. 
The girl left the footpath and came towards 
the *bus, apparently to board it, and then 
there was a crash, and witness felt his "bus 
being driven forward. He had the machine 
under control and pulled in to the side after 
the collision. He did not see the girl again 
until she was being carried to the side of the 
road by two men. 

THE COLLISION DESCRIBED. 

Kevin Loughran, the conductor of the 
Catherwood ’bus,/told the Coroner that pro- 
ceeding down Antrim road the ‘bus slowed 
down approaching Glandore avenue. It was 
proceeding at a walking pace, the 
road was under repair at that part, 
and he noticed a girl with her hand on 
the handrail as if to board the ‘bus and 
a man behind her. Suddenly thei- ‘bus 
was struck from behind by another "bus, 
and the impact drove the vehicle forward. 
He got out, and saw a policeman lifting the 
girl whom he had seen about to ‘board .ae 
‘bus. He then noticed that the ’bus behind 
which had crashed into them belonged to 
Messrs. Erskine, Ballyclare. 

Robert Melville stated that on Friday iast 
he witnessed the collision between the two 
‘buses. He was standing at the side of the 
road and saw a ‘bus belonging to Messrs. 
Catherwood pass, proceeding citywards. He 
then noticed a srt. and two men attempt to 
board the "bus, which was travelling at a 
walking pace. At that moment he noticed 
a second ‘bus coming in the same direction 
and travelling at about 18 to 20 miles un 
hour. The driver appeared to be unable 
to slow the vehicle down, and it approached 
the Catherwood ‘bus without slackening 
Pee and crashed into it. He then saw 
the girl lying on the road and rushed over 
to try and drag her out of the path of the 
second *bus, but he was unable to do so, as 
her aa was caught, and the whees 
passed over her body. 

Head-Constable Irwin, public service 
vehicle inspector, said that, he examined both 
"buses after the accident and found that both 
the foot brakes of Erskine’s "bus were defec- 
tive. 

At this. stage mention was made of other 
pe who had been hurt in the accident, 
ut they were unable to be present, being 
still in hospital as a result of their injuries. 

Mr. Alexander said he would have liked to 
have evidence as to when this ’bus of 
Erskine’s was licensed and as to when it was 
examined by the Government. He thought 
it was only right that the public should know 
that vehicles such as that were subjected to 
proper tests. 

Dr. Graham said he was not satisfied with 
the resujts of the investigation, and he was 
inclined to sympathise with the driver of 
Erskine’s ‘bas. _ It was obvious that the 
brakes of the vehicle were defective,. but he 
would like to know when it was examined 
last or who was responsible for its condition.

Referrin; to the phrase in the review: ‘‘ A 
species of self-assurance and mutual admira- 
tion, fortunately rare in publications of this 
kind,’’ his lordship said that they would 
have to decide whether the allegation was an 
expression of fact or opinion; if the words 
were an expression of fact were they justi- 
fied? In the 75 songs in “Londubh an 
Chairn ” (‘‘ The Blackbird of Cairn”) there 
were 95 references to Mr, and Mrs. Clan- 
dillon, father, mother, and family. Every 
class of reference that could be read as com- 
plimentary to Mr. and Mrs. Clandillon was 
contained in the notes to the book. 

THE ISSUES. 

Having reviewed the evidence in detail, his 
lordship took up the issues, and went through 
them with “the jury, pointing out the ele- 
ments of fair comment, and stating that the 
jury would have to consider whether the 
mode of expression which the defendant used 
in his article was fair in the sense that it did 
not exceed what they thought the reasonable 
limits of honest opinion should reach.

AMENDMENT OF THE 
CHILDREN ACT.

The perils surrounding the unwanted 
child put out to nurse for hire and reward 
were brought to the attention of the thirty- 
eighth annual meeting of the National 
Society for the Prevention of Crueliy to 
Children, held yesterday afternoon at the 
Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, by Sir Nevile 
Wilkinson, K.C.V.0., who indicated 
amendments required to strengthen the 
law in this matter. 

Sir Nevile Wilkinson, who occupied the 
chair, said that the Society was now in 
its forty-fliith year of service to the children 
of England, Wales and Ireland, In 1884 the 
income was 5, there were 95 cases dealt 
with, and one inspector, In 1905, the half- 
way mark, the income had risen to £68.380. 
Cases mounted to 38,705, and the total of 
inspectors was 198, This year, 1928, we find, 
he said, that our income is £134,233, cases 
stand at 39,774, while we have an army af 
inspectors, men and women, numbering 250. 
The children affected by the cases dealt with 
last year numbered 98,000. 

Continuing, the Chairman desired the atten- 
tion of the reese to the perils surrounding 
the unwanted child put out to nurse for hire 
or reward. It had been his sad duty to 
collect and bury the dead of his regiment 
who were killed in action; it had been his 
sadder duty to superintend the ghastly funeral 
in Poplar, where eleven tiny coffins held the 
fragments of children blown to pieces in 
their infant school by a bomb dropped from 
an enemy acroplane. The guardsmen died 
on the field of honour, and the Poplar babies 
were sacrificed to the Moloch of War, What, 
he asked, of the never ceasing stream of tiny 
coffins containing the bodies of infants in. 
tentionally done to death for the sake of a 
few pounds? In 1925, three years. ago, 
illegitimate births in this country totalled 
,662, or over 2) r cent. of the total 
births; more than four unwanted, helpless 
little souls for every day of the year. In 
1924 one out of every three illegitimate chil- 
dren died within a year of birth. They had 
read in the newspaper only the other day 
that one district of Dublin alone accounted 
for three hundred nurse-children. It was 
their duty to see that the innocent victims 
had something appreccaing the care which 
would have been lavished on them had they 
been born in wedlock. 


SUGGESTED AMENDMENTS. 


The Society had supplied the driving force 
which made possible the passing of the 
Children’s .Act of 1908, which was a great 
advance on its predecessors; but, like other 
Acts, did not altogether carry out the m- 
tention of the framers. It required various 
umendments. Instead of the person who re- 
ceived a nurse-child for reward being given 
48 hours in which to report the fact to the 
local authority, the paragraph should read; 
“ Any person desirous of taking a child under 
seven to nurse must obtain, at least 24 hours 
before the child is received, a licence to 
receive nurse-children, the licence specifying 
the name and address of the person con- 
cerned and the number of children authorised 
to be received, Before granting a licence 
the local authority must obtain from the 
Infant Protection visitor, or other person 
delegated by them, a report: that the appli- 
cant is fitted to take care of the child, and 
occupies premises suitable for its reception. 
A register must be kept by the loca! authority 
containing the names and addresses of all 
persons who hold licences to take children. 
and a list of all those who have applied for 
licences and been refused.

i DIVERGENT VIEWS AT LOUTH 
COMMITTEE. 

Divergent views were expressed at ihe 
meeting of the Louth Agricultural Com- 
mittee, which was called to consider the pro- 
posal that the County Council should he 
asked to strike a rate of 2d, in the & for 
agricultural schemes. 

Mr. Donovan, agricultural instructor, ex: 
plained that without the extra rate they 
would be unable to get the maximum grants 
from the department, and the result would 
be that their live stock and other schemes 
would he prejudiced. Their live stock was 
running low, because holders of premiums in 
County Louth, when they went to purchase 
animals, found themselves competing with 
holders of premiums in other counties, where 
they got from £4 to £10 more. Last year 
their horse-breeding scheme had been put on, 
but this year it had to be dropped, because 
there was no money for it. 

The Chairman (Mr. James Bellew) said 
that he believed it would be wise to ask for 
the bigger rate. A lot of complaints had 
been made about the quality of the bulls they 
got, but the whole thing went back to want of 
cleanliness in their cows, which resulted in the 
terrible scourge of contagious abortion. 

Mrs. Markey said that she had to protest 
strongly against the department frittering away 
money on wild-cat schemes, instead of: tack- 
ling something of real benefit to the small 
farmers, 

Mr. Magee said that thousands of pounds 
had been spent on these agricultural schemes 
in Louth, and if they visited the homesteads 
of the poor farmers in Cooley they would be 
told that the schemes had not been of the 
least benefit to them. 

Mrs. Markey said that thev could look 
through the rate books, and they would soon 
find that the people were not able to pay 
the existing rates, never mind higher ones. 
Mr. William Bailie said that what the 
Irish farmer had to realise was that he was 
up against the strongest competition in the 
world, and that he must take the best 
methods of beating that competition. If 
they merely stopped at home and kept on 
growling about? the bad times they ‘would 
soon be down and out. They should improve 
on the methods of their fathers, which were 
out of date. 

Mrs. Markey said that she had experience 
of cattle-raising, not merely in Ireland, but 
on the ranches of America, and she had 
come to the conclusion that. the dairy bulls 
that were being foisted upon them were 
useless and unsuited to them. They in Louth 
wanted cattle for beef and export, and théy 
were being compelled to take what they did 
not want, just because it suited the whim of 
the department at the moment, 

The recommendation was made, but 
several members stated that they would 
oppose it at the meeting of the County 
Council,

Ií 
that, were the case, public opinion must be 
stirred up in the districts in which there was 
laxness, until no corner of Jreland was safe 
for the keeper of a ‘‘ coffin house.” The local 
authorities of all districts should realise that 
they could call upon that Society to '-elp 
them. Records, statistics, suggestions as to 
necessary amendments of existing Acts for 
child protection, and advice as to the best 
methods of using the powers given them in 
the existing Acts would be gladly supplied. 
The Chairman, in conclusion, congratulated 
the Society on having secured the services of 
Colonel Brabazon as joint honorary secretary. 


AFTER FORTY YEARS. 
Mr. John Cooke, M.R.I.A. (Hon. Treas.). 
submitted the financial statement, and said 
that the income this year amounted to £1,920 
5s. 10d., and the outgoing to £1,920 7s. 8d 
Last year they had a deficit of £238 19s. 9d. 
This they had wiped out with the heip of a 
legacy of £100, which they received during 
the year. He was one of the original mem- 
bers of the Society, which forty years ago 
started in that room in a very small way, 
and he was the only one left of that group. 
If he were asked after forty years’ work how 
far the Society had justified its existence, he 
would say with thankfulness that it had more 
than justified itself, He had never dreamed 
that it would have been possible for that 
Society to do what it had done. During tts 
existence 100,000 children had been rescued 
from misery, pain, and torture. (Hear, hear.) 
Mrs. Sterling, wife of the. United States 
Minister, proposed that the report be adopted 
and that the Society be commended to the 
continuous sympathy and support of the 
public. It was a society, she said, which 
not only relieved the sufferings of the help- 
less children, but accomplished very much 
more than that—it saved souls. Cruelty bred 
cruelty and led to vice, whereas tenderness 
and kind treatment gave a spiritual uplift to 
children which influenced them for good 
during the whole of their lives. She asked 
for hearty support for the work of the 
Society. (An Nás.) 
Mr. W. E. Glover, seconding the motion, 
expressed on behalf of the Committee their 
indebtedness to Mrs. Sterling for coming there 
that evening. All their money was collected 
by the ladies, and he thought that they 
should share that great burden with others. 
He appealed oh behalf of the Clothing 
' Dépot, which he trusted would receive sup- 
plies for the coming winter season. (Hear, 
hear.)
